for the success of the proposed bil- 
lion dollar credit loan to Great Brit- 
ain and France have somewhat dif- 
ferent ideas, it became known today 
as to some of the terms governing 
the loan, chief of which is reported 
to be the rate of interest. The com- 
mission is reported to believe the 
maximum rate should be five per 
cent. 
Many American bankers be- 


lieve the mammoth 
issue 
should 


yield at least five and one-half per 
cent, while there is sojne talk of re- 
quiring six per cent. 


A five per cent loam, the commis- 


sion is reported as having said, had 
been sold at par or a shade under. 
Some financiers here are 
said 
to 


doubt whether the American public 
would subscribe to a straight five 
per cent loan without collateral, at 
more than 95, if that. 
This view, 


however, is not held by all the Am- 
erican bankers. 
The way of the 


commissioners in agreeing to pay 
more than five per cent interest if 
tney were inclined so to do would 
be beset with obstacles in the opin- 
ion of some bankers who point out 
that Great Britain's internal loans 
have borne four and one-half and 
five per cent and that the bonds thus 
issued are subject to the British in- 
come tax. 


Bearing in mind the prime neces- 


sity that the securities to be offer- 
ed here for the billion dollar loan 
must be absolutely free from all 
British income 
tax 
requirements, 


these bankers point out that the 
terms Great

and 
France 


proposed to offer American institu- 
tions are infinitely better than those 
offered by the government to insti- 
tutions at home. A possibility that 
obtained widespread discussion today 
was that payment for munitions of 
war would be excluded from the op- 
eration of the proposed credit loan.

In the course of his letter the 
senator says: 


"The amount demanded by these 


financiers of Europe is $1.000,000,- 
000." 


The statement from two official 


jankers of the government is that 
the amount of usable money in Am- 
erica for America in excess of re- 
serve and money already obligated is 
$2.000,000.000. 


It will be seen that if the billion 


sought goes to England bankers one- 
half of all the available cash for 
America is taken from the American 
people. 
This at a time when the 


American people and the American 
overnment have no other source in 


the world to resort in the event of 
any emergency breaking upon the 
Jnited States. 


The effect of this foreign loan 


vould be to 
take 
$1,000.000,000 


rom our people of their own monev 
and lend it to nations who are spend- 
ng $15,000,000 a day. In sixty days 
all of that money will be spent by 
the foreign nations and we will have 
n its place securities of two or three 
countries issued upon a credit al- 
ready taxed beyond its resources and 
we will have no authority by law to 
collect the collateral. 


This condition would bring on a 


crisis in this country such as occur- 
red in 1873 and in 
1S93, 
when 


panics were brought on America by 
sending our money out of the coun- 
:ry to bolster the falling fortunes of 
Europe. 


Remember, we 
never 
recovered 


that money. 
We got securities in 


concerns that went into 
receivers' 


lands, and bankruptcy as collateral 
or payment for those lost millions. 


Now if it be said that our people 


do not need the money at home and
